THE PROBABLE CAUSE OF THE STOPPAGE. 

“An incident that came under my observation 
induced me to adopt a theory on the 
subject which I am inclined to believe to be 
the correct one, although it is not susceptibie 
of proof, at least in our present condition of 
scien advancement. I saw about fifteen 
clocks ii on the floor, stopped at the same 
time, t two, situated inthe very midst, 
were not disturbed in the least. 
These two clocks were manufactured 
by an old German who had 
tried the experiment ot er 
metal for the case and making it of glass. 1 
at once jumped to the conclusion that either 
electricity or magnetism must have some- 

to do with the stoppages. The fact that 
the influence, whatever it was, operated in 
planes, although these were inclined at all 
angles from the horizontal to the rpendicu- 
lar, strengthened this belief and Ithink that 
in this can be found the reason for the lrregu - 
larity, both in the chronometers that 
have been under my charge, and in the clocks 
in this hotel. If an experiment could be made 
witb non-magnetic watches it would be very 
interesting, but the conditions, wnatever they 
are, that lead to the inexplicable inference 
with the operations of timepieces are of such 
rare occurrence that it would be practically 
Impossible to make any satisfactory test. 
CHRONOMETERS NOT GOOD TIMEPIECES. 

One 2 about chronometers that is not 
generally understood is that the best or them 
may be the poorest timepieces, as that word is 
generally understood. hat is wanted ina 
chronometer, ¢specially one used for making 
astronomical or marine observations, is regu- 
larity. if it marks 62 minutes every hour, no 
more and no less, it is pertect for its 
purpose, and is far better than one 
which will keep much closer to sun time, bat 
which varies in ite rate. I have known 
chronometers to be over forty hours out of 
the way, and yet they answered their purpose 
admirably.

THE SAMOAN SITUATION. 


A Retired Navy Officer Discusses the Situa- 
ation ard the Chances. 


Discussing the situation in the Samoan 
Islands Capt. J. C. Kennett, a retired officer 
of the United States Navy, put the situation 
about as follows to-day: Well, the Samoan 
Isiands are a long way offand it may be ad- 
mitted at once that we care very little about 
them.

ELECTRIC LIGHTING SYSTEM 

a departure has been made from the existing 
rule in St. Louis. Heretofore, the custom hay 
been to consider the moon and on nights 
when, according to the calender it should be 
moonlight the lamps are not lighted. In the 
electric lighting specifications the moon 
and her light are entirely ignored 
and provisions are made without any 
regard to the light of the moon. 

The arc lamps are to be of 2,000 candle pow. 
ereachand the incandescent lamps of from 
thirty to thirty-five candice power. The con- 
tractors must keep the lamps up to these 


standards at all times and must furnish to the 


city lights equal in brilllancy to any he may 
provide for any other parties. The lights, 
plants, wires and all other appliances must 
be kept in good condition at all 
times and be subjected to such improvements 
as may be made or discovered 
in electric lighting generally, so that at the 
time of the expiration of the contracts the 
plant can be turned over to the city ina con- 
dition equal to that of any electric plant in the 
country. 

The location of the lamps will vary with the 
requirements of the neighborhood. Generaliy 
arc lamps will be placed at alternate inter.

ONE MAN BURBNED 


A Destructive Fire at Fall River, Mass.— 
Midaight Blase. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Drsratrca. 

FALL RIVER, Mass., January %4.—Soon after 
$ o'clock yesternoon fire was discovered in 
the northern end of the lower mule-room of 
the Annawan Mill. The mill is five stories 
high, 181 feet iong by 4 feet wide, and is be- 
tween the Fall River manufactory and the 
Metacomet Mill. The fire caught in a mule 
carriage on the third floor and spread with 
almost fightning rapidity to the upper floors. 
The upper floor was occupied as weave rooms, 
and the fifth as another mule-room. The 
operatives in the upper stories, many of 
whom were women and children, were panic 
stricken. Many of them made their way down 
the fire escapes, but many were taken by fre- 
men from the upper windows. When 
the firemen forced their way into the 


mule room in the third story, they stumbled 
over a body lying on the floor, which proved 
to bethat of Joseph Lapgeon, a spinner in 
whose mules the fire originated, He was 
alive when taken out but lived only a few 
minutes. Two others, one a middle-aged man 
and the other a boy of 17, were taken out un- 
conscious, but they were revived. Langson 
was 72 years old.

Sis BROTHER WAS DEAD. 


samuel Franteschi's Discovery at 1416 North 
Fifteenth Street. 


There is an interesting story connected with 
the finding of Gottlieb Frantschi's dead body 
last evening by bis brother, Samuel Frantschi, 
who cameon here from Toledo. Yesterday 
the following telegram was received by the 
police, who at the time did not know ite mean- 
ing: 

Chief of Police, St. Louis: 

Please find Gottlieb Frantechi at 1416 North Fitf- 
teenth street. Haltve take care of him until I come. 
Answer immediately. SAMUEL FRANTSCHI. 

Toledo, O., January , 1889. 

As soon as this message was received Chief 
Hueblier instructed Capt. Boyd of the Third 
District to inquire into the matter and 
carry out the instructions of the tele 
gram, if possible. an officer was 
sent to the place and found that Frantschi had 
been living with bis wife in the rear of the 
number mentioned in the telegram, Dut that 
Monday at 6 a. m. the wife had left the house. 
She took nothing bat the clothes she wore. At 
8 o'clock that night he departed, leaving the 
furniture in the room. The neighbors had 
den nothing of them afterthat and did not 
know where they dad gone. Mrs. Frantecni 
had told some of ber nelahbors that ber sister 
had died at Columbus, O., leaving her a good 
fortune, while Fraptechi had stated to the 
neighbors that hie wife was somewhat de- 
mented, 

Last evening the brother, Samuel Frantschi, 
arrived here and roceeded immediately to 
Gottileb’s room. muel had got in on the 
6:10 train, and reached his brother's home at 
7:3 p.m. He found the door of Gottlich’s 
apartments locked and was told by the neigh- 
bors that the — and his wife had not 
been seen about the place since Monday

In the trunk of the dead man was found $132 
which his brother took possession of. 
latter will take charge of and bury the body. 

The note was ev! ie givea Frantsechi te 
take to the Chief of Folles and must have 
been written on Tuesday, which would indi- 
cate that the man bad led on the doctor on 
that day. It is feared the woman has also 
done away with herself. The brother had 
evidently notified that the deceased in- 
tended billing herself, N his telegram to 
the police, Gottlieb must have either written 
— telegraphed him of his intention to take his 
ife. 

An inquest held to-day by Coroner Frank 
upon the body of Gottlieb Frantechi de- 
veloped that he had died of paralysis of the 
heart. Samuel Frantechi testified that he had 
received two letters from his brother, one 
on the 18th =s inst. and ene on 
the let inst. In the a 
he expressed himself of being tired of life on 
account of his wife, who was demented and 
had absented herself from home. The brother 
says be came here on account of this letter to 
take Gottlieb with him and 1 
him find his wife. Rosalie 
the only other witness examined, also, 
testified that she heard Frautschi state he was 
tired of life, but never heard him threaten to 
kill himself. Coroner Frank gave paralysis of 
the heart as the cause of death, as already 
stated, asthe bottle found did pot contain 
poison.

Negotiations looking to 
the consummation of this big deal have been 
in prospect a long time, bat a multitude of 
obstacies intervened, when late yesterday, at 
a meeting held in Wall street, it was com- 
pleted. By this acquisition the Pullman com- 
pany gains for its service of drawing-room 
coaches and asleeping-cars a complete 
monopoly of the South, where hitherto 
ite grip bas been  silightest. Every 
railroad in the South using palace cars 
at all will now have Pullman’s. Among the 
greatest lines that will benefit in this way are 
the Richmond Terminal system, the East Ten- 
nessec, Virginia & Georgia, the Richmond & 
Danville, the Georgia Central, the Virginia 
Midland and the Cincinnati Southern. 
Progress toward the end now reached by 
the Pullman Co, was made in 1887, when the 
acquisition of the Parior Oar Co. of the B. & 
O. Railway created a sensation. It is not to
